A conservative view 
of revolution

The usual liberal-left theory on social change goes something like 
this: There are certain social revolutionary forces in this world, 
Though these forces aim at ends which are desireable to the left 
wing ideological viewpoint, its irresistability is such that our options 
consist of either making accomodations to it or being ruthlessly over- 
whelmed by it. This view was articulated by the late Robert F, Kennedy 
in his often quoted statement: ‘', . .the responsibility of our times is 
nothing less than a revolution. (This revolution) will be peaceful if 
we are wise enough; humane if we care enough; successful if we are 
fortunate enough. But a revolution will come whether we will it or not. 
We can affect its character; we cannot alter its inevitability.’’ The 
coming of the world revolution is not an event which can be halted by 
the efforts of mortal men. Thus when a violent revolution erupts, it 
is usually the fault of those miserable reactionaries for even thinking 
that they can offer any effective resistance to social change. 

That there is a world revolutionary situation is quite evident, There 
are formidable revolutionary movements in most of the underdeveloped 
countries of the world which appear to be gaining momentum, They 
are supported by certain radical leftwing elements inthis country (Black 
Powerites, Hairy New Lefties, etc.) who would like to have a revolution 
here. That the ultimate success of the world revolution is inevitable 
or desirable is derived from certain aphoristic notions as | shall try 
to demonstrate. 

The ultimate goal which revolutionaries are striving for is a world 
where all wealth is owned in common and men are motivated only by 
love for their fellow men rather than their own selfish concerns, As 
one revolutionary, Fidel Castro, put it, ‘‘The day will come when the 
man who produces a potato will deliver it and receive nothing, and will 
get all he needs. . .’’ In other words, everybody works for nothing and 
gets everything free. Such goals are premised by a most optomistic 
view of the nature of man (being naturally altruistic), From this premise, 
it follows that all the evil and misery in this world is the result of 
oppressive institutions which condition the people into being selfish, 
The anarchists thus conclude that it is only necessary to tear down 
everything in sight in order to achieve instant utopia. 

The totalitarian revolutionary realizes that before his ultimate aim 
can be achieved, it will require a dictatorship to decondition the masses 
and to kill off those who are incorrigible — including other 
revolutionaries who don’t quite see eye to eye with him. 

The extent to which these individuals will goto achieve their ‘‘ideals’’ 
is, I think, suggestive of what ‘‘idealism’’ is all about. After all, the 
idealist is one who thinks tohimself, ‘‘If only | had my way in this world, 
what a wonderful world this would be.’’ Idealists are thus essentially 
daydream dictators. Revolutionaries are those who are tired of day- 
dreaming. 

The revolutionary’s conviction of eventual success is based upon the 
usual ideologue’s belief that his own ideological premises are self 
evident and are universally believed. 

It follows that any success is the natura! result of the people making 
their views felt; whereas any defeat or setback is the result of some 
conspiracy against the public by evil and malicious men, Liberals 
tend to hold the same ideological premises as their revolutionary 
counterpart, but they are more or less restrained from following them 
to their logical conclusions by certain other philosophical premises 
which they hold, i.e. ‘‘we must be practical (pragmatic),’’ ‘‘we must 
be tolerant of divergant views,’’ ‘‘nothing is really certain,’’ Hence, 
though liberals are inclined to regard revolutionary goals worthy 
moral ends to constantly strive for in themselves, they tend to consider 
the idea of actually attaining them as unrealistic. 

The liberals tend to believe in the inevitability of revolutionary 
social change for pretty much the same reasons that revolutionaries 
do, However, as my quotation from Robert Kennedy shows, liberals 
believe that if the governing establishment will make certain accomoda- 
tions to it, that is, make it possible for revolutionaries to achieve their 
legitimate (practical) demands peacefully, than those who might other- 
wise back the revolution would settle for a watered-down version of 
what the revolutionaries offered, and certain undesireable aspects of 
revolution (that is, of undue violence and totalitarian dictatorship) 
could be avoided. Also those pure minded revolutionaries (those who 
consider all their demands practical) would be thus isolated and harm-. 


less. One might say that liberals are essentially watered-down re- 
volutionaries, 

As I have mentioned before, there is indeed a world-wide revolu- 
tionary movement. If we in the United States do absolutely nothing, 
we shall find ourselves alone and surrounded by a world of hostile 
totalitarian revolutionary states, Such regimes are not usually satisfied 
with making their own population miserable, but have the evanglical 
urge to spread their benefits elsewhere. America, in such a situation 
would not, I think, be able to resist such world-wide pressures to be- 
come a revolutionary totalitarian state. This is precisely what the New 
Left in this country wants, As one professor, back in ‘65 who was the 
faculty advisor for the Vietnam Day Committee at Berkeley, in answer 
to a question as to who should win, stated, ‘‘Of course, we want the 
Viet Cong to defeat the United States for international! reasons, If the 
U.S, is defeated in Southeast Asia, this will help break the American 
power eisewhere in the world, This would give new impetus to revolu- 
tionary social changes in such places as Africa and Latin America, and 
if surrounded by revolutionary change, it will in turn make it easier to 
achieve radical social change in the United Stat»s,’’ We can have our 
own Che Guevera for president. This is the sort of peace which is being 


worked for’’ by those people wearing the ‘‘Work for Peace - 
October i5,.’’ buttons. (You know, those buttons with the wierd looking 
dove on it.)

Clarifies errors

Due to the current controversy 
over the enrollment crisis at SSC 
we find it necessary to clarify 
certain inaccuracies in statements 
made by students Walter Boise 
and Tom Goff in the Sacramento 
Bee of Oct. 23 regarding the work 
loads of the faculty at SSC, At 
best these charges are half-truths; 
at worst they play into the the 
hands of those who seek to des- 
troy the system of higher educa- 
tion in California, 

Mr. Boise and Mr. Goff may 
not be aware of the fact that the 
work load of each member of the 
faculty must be approved by the 
dean of his respective school, 
They may also not be aware that 
time excused for research pur- 
poses (release time) is legitimate- 
ly earned by a faculty member 
on a cumulative basis for super- 
vision and instruction of individ- 
ual students, Under current policy 
a faculty member earns three 
release-time hours by having pre- 
viously taught five 199 or 299 
‘*special problems’’ courses in 
addition to his regular teaching 
assignments, 

Tom Goff, ASSSC vice presi- 
dent, charged that ‘‘most of the 
people involved are what we gen- 
erally know as the liberal pro- 
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fessor.’’ We find this charge to be 
most revealing because the op- 
portunity for accumulation of the se 
release-time credits is available 
to all faculty members. If the 
‘‘non-liberal’’ faculty members 
choose not to take advantage of 
this opportunity, we can only con- 
clude that they are not interested 
in personal involvement with stu- 
dents on an academic basis, 
In view of these inaccuracies, 

a statement of clarification from 
Steve Whitmore, ASSSC president, 
would be most appropriate.

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Adaptation of Stevenson

The play Jekyll/Hyde ’69, an 
adaptation of Robert Louis Steven- 
son’s novel, ‘‘Doctor Jekyll and 
Mr, Hyde’’, is running at Sacra- 
mento State College’s Outdoor 
Theatre now through Nov, |. 

The adaptation, which was done 
by Professor Gerard Larson of the 
drama department, with sugges- 
tions from his students involved 
in the production, is advertised in 
the program 4s an ‘‘,,.experiment 
in time, and place, and action.”’ 
The experiment consists of occa- 
sional shifting from the scene of 
the plot, set in Victorian times, 
to the present day so as toachieve 
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some kind of ‘‘new insight’’ into 
what Jekyll and Hyde is all about. 

By considering the actual Jeky1! 
and Hyde plot first and later 
shifting attention to modern times, 
Larson is very successful in 
getting to the essence of Robert 
Louis Stevenson’s theme on the 
nature of good and evil. The theme 
is man’s evil is rooted in his 
impulses and animalistic drives, 
and man’s good is the result of 
his reason, inhibitions and the res- 


traints imposed by the society 
in which he lives. 
Mr, Hyde is the epitome of 


Stevenson’s view of man completly 
free of the inhibitions imposed by 
society. This viewpoint, dramati- 
cally portrayed by the obviously 
talented cast of Jekyll/Hyde ’69, 
is in stark contrast to the present 
radical view (the one apparently 
held by Professor Larson) of un- 
inhibited man as good and 
altruistic whose evil is the result 
of being screwed up by his en- 
vironment (i.e. ‘‘the system’’, etc.) 
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Whereas the actual Jekyll-Hyde 
plot focuses sharply on the issue 
of the nature of man, the ‘‘modern’’ 
scenes to which the play occa- 
sionally shifts seem to be a series 
of disjointed, firvolous irrelevan- 
cies which add little, if anything, 
to the overall effect. For instance, 
there is one scene which purports 
to show the hypocrisy that goes with 
the slogan, ‘‘“Good for Mankind’’, 
The lights go out and voices of 
the chorus ensemble start specu- 
lating on what is good for man- 
kind, ending in unison with the 
statement, *‘ABM is good for man- 
kind!’’ in a tone which implies 
that it obviously is not, So where’s 
the hypocrisy 

\nd then there is a scene in 
wnich a line of boys is ostensi- 
bly engaged in war, Each one takes 
his turn muttering the usual paci- 
fist jargon about the evils of war, 
kneeis down, and drops dead, A 
line of girls emerges and stands 
over the bodies, \ voice an- 
nounces, ‘‘the Department of De- 
fense regrets to inform you...” 
What relevancy this has to Jekyll 
and Hyde isn’t immediately clear 

The other ‘‘modern’’ 
to which the play shifts consist 
of ‘‘Rowan and Martin Laugh-In’’ 
routines in which each person 
or group takes turns making (or 
attempting to make) funny com- 
ments, or doing funny things, 
usually something to do with sex 

The play shifts two or three 
times to this type of scene. The 
last time it abruptly stops when 
one of the chorus ensemble states,

‘This play was written by a dirty 
old man!”” The members of the 
chorus ensembie engage ina light- 
hearted discussion, the topic of 
which is difficult to ascertain, Sud- 
denly everyone becomes serious. 
They decide they want to touch 
each other, They then do a sensi- 
tivity training bit where they feel 
each other out, saying ‘‘touch me, 
touch me,’’ They then leave 
touching various members of the 
audience and finally get on with 
the play.

into insignificanc: Larson had 
the chance to really show ‘‘new 
insight’’ in his modern scenes, but 
he botched it up by dwelling on 
peripheral issues.

‘‘Jeky!! ‘Hyde ’69.’’ The acting, 
especially of Dave Snyder and Nick 
Scoggin who plaved Jekyll and 
Hyde respectively, was nothing 
short of excellent. The audience 
found the comedy of the moder! 
scenes yery amusing, though they 
found sone of the dialogue there- 
in unintellicible.

Lippi-Carter combination plus

As the afternoon shadows des- 
cended upon the Hornet football 
field, comments by Sac State 
rooters tell of the afternoon’s 
proceedings, ‘‘What a combina- 
tion, Lippi to Carter.”” “Did 
you see that one pass? It seemed 
like ali day before Carter could 
get open. Then Lippi, right on 
the money!’’ 

Through the course of the ’69 
campaign, the gridiron Hornets 
have compiled a very impressive 
record, One of the vital reasons 
for this success has been the 
combination of Lippi to Carter, 
Much publicity, and rightly so, 
has followed these fine athletes, 
Yet there are some supporting 
actors that also deserve mention, 
These are the five offense line- 
men whose job is to protect Lip- 
pi. 

The development of the leading 
passer and scurer seem to go hand 
in hand with the development of 
a top grade offensive line, This 
fact holds true here at Sac State, 

Although Lippi and Carter have 
time and time connected for that 
winning combination, coach Ray 
Clemons will be the first to admit 
it would not be possible without 
the services of Larry Hubbard 
(LT), Rich Johnke (LG), Wayne 
Stole (C), Boisse Correa (RG) 
and Bill Brewster (RT). Coach 
Clemons had this to say about his 
starting offensive line, ‘‘This is 
our biggest offensive line and could 
develop into the best we have 
ever had.’’ Judging from their 
performance at Chicothey could be

fulfilling that prophecy, 

Some have criticized the line 
for failure to establish a goud 
ground game, In rebuttal, ccach 
Clemons said, ‘‘We haven’t prac- 
ticed the running game as much 
because we knew we were going 
to be a passing team, Although 
we now are working harder on the 
running game it takes an awful 
lot of practice to establish good 
timing.’’ 

Technique in offensive blocking 
is quite an art, Whether it { 
a fill block for a pulling guard, 
trying to get to a moving line- 
backer, hooking a man to the 
inside, turning up field for the 
sweeps of pass blocking the of- 
fensive lineman must be more 
than big. He has to have speed 
and agility, which is a trifle more 
difficult when you are 6-5 and 260 
pounds, as inthe case of Bill Brew- 
ster, 

There is also a certain amount 
of finesse involved in offensive line 
blocking. The lineman must con- 
stantly try to out think his de- 
fense counterpart. Sometimes an 
offensive lineman will have to try 
to outwit his opponent by being an 
actor, For example, sometimes 
the line will have to look like a 
run when it is really a pass, 
So the battle on the line of scrim- 
mage, or as it is refered to, ‘‘the 
pit’’, becomes psychological as 
well as physical, 

Although there are certain tech- 
niques for offensive blocking the 
linemen must adjust to the tech- 
niques of the backs, A case in 
point is Mike Lippi. Lippi, a la 
Fran Trakenton, is a scrambling 
quarterback, This is due to various 
reasons, One he’s a ball player 
that has to keep on the move, 
Secondly he sometimes has a hard 
time seeing over the likes of 
6-5 Brewster, 6-5 Correa and 6-4 
Hubbard. (Lippi is 5-1.) Because 
of this he must rollout to find 
his receivers, All this running 
around in the backfield makes it 
much more difficult for the line- 
men to block, because they never 
know which way Lippi is going 
to run, Yet the offensive five of 
the Hornets are now beginning to 
adjust to Lippi habits, 


With local headlines reading 
‘‘Lippi & Carter Lead State Vic- 
troy’, ‘‘Lippi Sparks Hornets’, 
‘Carter Dazzles Opponents’’ one 
might think a little resentment 
would build up in the up-publicized 
hearts of the linemen, This 
couldn’t be further from the case 
here at Sac State, The linemen 
respect Lippi and Carter, not only 
as teammates, but also for their 
talent. They know this combina- 
tion has won ballgames and that 
is what it is all about. In fact 
an unselfish Hubbard had this to 
say: ‘I think it is great. The 
more publicity the better. The 
more publicity they get the more 
the school gets. They are good 
and deserve it.’’ But actions 
speak louder than words (Boy, 
that’s orginall) and the play of the 
offensive on the field is only further 
evidence that no resentment exists. 

Although seemingly unnoticed 
by the average fan the play of the 
Hornets offensive five does not go 
totally unnoticed, Just recently 
pro scouts from the Cincinnati 
Bengals were here watching films 
of SR Correa from Honolulu and 
Hubbard, who is considered the 
best pass blocking tackle in the 
conference. 

Even though their names don’t 
appear in the headlines the offen- 
sive linemen of the Hornets are 
a vital reason for the success 
Sac State is enjoying. Next Satur- 
day the combination of Lippi to 
Carter may once again lead the 
Hornets to victory but maybe we 
should stop and think of the others, 
especially the offensive linemen, 
who also help make victory pos- 
sible.

Service and Study Centers is a new 
volunteer organization called JACS 
(Joint Action and Commu. ity Ser- 
vice), JACS follows through where 
the Job Corps leaves off in helping 
young people find a job, 

Many trainees return from their 
Job Corps instruction disil- 
lusioned. They expected to find 
a job right away but have nowhere 
to stay while iooking for a job and 
don’t even know how to start look- 
ing. 


When a student leaves a Job 
Corps training center, the JACS 
headquarters in his hometown is 
notified. A volunteer calls or 
meets the person when he arrives 
and finds out if he needs any 
additional job training, housing, 
job interviews, or some other 
service, 


Lonna Noceti, a JACS volunteer, 
told of one case which was typical 
of many the center receives. JACS 
was notified to expect the arrival 
of Fred Johnson in Sacramento and 
Howard Harris, the area coordi- 
nator met him at the bus station. 


House. The house is a non-profit, 
co-educational, half-way house for 
young people who have problems 
adjusting to society. The house is 
not geared towards treatment, but 
provides residence. This plan 
turned out to be faulty however, 
because Fred could not get trans- 
portation to work.

WestBridge 
| for Students 
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Reagan reacts “on cue’’to 
ruling on UCLA's Davis 


California’s politicians reacted 
on cue, and in character to the 
ruling by Los Angeles Superior 
Court Judge Jerry Pacht that the 
Regents of the University of 
California could not prevent self- 
admitted communist Angela Davis 
from teaching at UCLA. 

The ruling by the judge declared 
the 29-year old Board of Regents’ 
policy against hiring communists 
at the University of California 
to be unconstitutional. The judge 
held that upholding the ruling would 
be to declare the Regents ‘a kind 
of polical elite entitled to decide 
whose views are acceptable. 
Judge Pacht said this was incom- 
patible with the concept of a free 
society. 

Specifically, the judge’s ruling 
enjoins the Regents from spending 
any more tax money in the fight 
to prevent Miss Davis from 
teaching at the university. 

The Regents, as expected, are 
reportedly preparing to appeal the 
case to a higher court in order 
to obtain relief from the ruling. 

The judge’s ruling was in 
keeping with most recent court 
decisions which have held that a 
person may not be fired or re- 
fused employment because of 
political beliefs. This was the line 
that most California Democratic 
politicians took in commenting on 
the decision. 

Assembly 


Minority leader 


Jesse Unruh said that the deci- 
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Sion meant that the regents would 
have to “‘uphold the law whether 
they personaliy believe it to be 
right or wrong. They cannot ful- 
fill their duties simply by 
enforcing those iaws that they 
think are right and ignoring those 
they think are wrong.’’ 

On the other side of the poli- 
tical spectrum, State Superin- 
tendent of Public Instruction Max 
Rafferty, said that he hoped the 
case would be appealed all the 
way to the Supreme Court. Raf- 
ferty said that he felt that the 
court should rule that ‘‘society 
has the right to protect itself 
from enemies, and does not have 
to subsidize the conspiracy.” 

Governor Ronald Reagan and 
Lieutenant Governor Ed Reinecke, 
who generally are considered to 
share Rafferty’s view of the situa- 
tion, withheld comment. Both 
Reinecke and Reagan are members 
of ‘he Board of Regents and voted 
on the decision to prevent Miss 
Davis from teaching any courses 
at UCLA in which credit is to be 


given. 
Assembly Speaker Robert 
Monagan, who is an ex-officio 


Regent, however, did comment. 
According to Monagan, who called 
himself ‘‘very disappointed” by 
the decision, the Regents’ move 
to prevent Miss Davis from teach- 
ing was ‘‘consistent with the true 
meaning of academic freedom.”’ 

Former California Governor 
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Edmund ‘‘Pat” Brown disagreed. 
He labled the whole affair a “‘poli- 
tical grandstand play’’ on the part 
of Governor Reagan. 

At the present time, Miss Davis 
continues to teach a course 
at UCLA in which no credit is 
given, A further ruling clarifying 
the issue of whether or not Miss 
Davis may be prevented from 
teaching for credit is expected 
from Judge Pacht. 

Miss | will speak here 
at SSC on November 20.

Vet seeks degree in 


nursing through EOP 


Edward L. Trujillo, a 22-year- 
old Army veteran, is a determined 
man. Despite being a high school 
dropout, he is today enrolled at 
Sacramento State College under the 
Economic Opportunity Program. 
His goal: to become a male nurse, 
with a four-year bachelor’s degree 
in nursing from Sacramento State 
College. 

This week, Ed Trujillo was 
awarded a scholarship established 
for nursing students of Mexican- 
American descent. 

The Aurora H. Curry Memorial 
Scholarship Fund was established 
this summer by Professor Robert 
L. Curry of the SSC Economics 
Department. The scholarship is 
to honor his late wife, an Ameri- 
can of Mexican descent who was 
a nurse prior to her death early 
this year of cancer. 

Mrs. Curry held a bachelor 
of science degree in nursing from 
the University of Texas. Her hus- 
band determined that other 
Mexican-Americans would be 
aided in their career choice in 
nursing through his financial! help. 
The scholarship pays 360 dollars 
per year. 

‘We hadn’t counted on a man 
being the most qualified applicant 
for the scholarship,’’ Professor 
Curry said, ‘‘It took a bit of 
doing to change all the scholar- 
ship forms to admit a male 
candidate, but we are delighted 
that Mr. Trujillo has been named 
a winner.’’

He was assisted in his 
coilege career by the educational 
provisions of the G.I. Bill, Helping 
him financially and spiritually is 
his wife, Elizabeth, who works for 
the Inter-Tribal Council at 1518 
L St, in Sacramento. 

Trujillo is enrolled for seven 
units of work this semester. His 
courses include biological science, 
social science, and a class in 
physica) education. 

Trujillo attended Sacramento 
High School from 1963 to 1966. 
In 1966 he joined the service and

spent two years in the United 
States, stationed in different 
places. 


‘I feel that a nursing career 
is absolutely great. |! am looking 
forward to working with people, 
getting to know them better, and 
to help them in a time of illness, 
which is a real crisis in any 
family.’’ 

It may be that Trujillo’s deter- 
mination will shorten the four 
years it takes to complete his 
nurses’s training. He plans to 
attend college during the summer 
and to carry a full load of courses 
throughout the regular academic 
year as soon as he is eligible. 

Trujillo said that his wife is 
very enthusiastic about his choice 
of a nursing career. ‘‘Without 
her I couldn’t do it, ’'m sure,” 
he said, ‘*Together, we can do 
anything.”’

The liberal policy of accomodating reasonable demands by 
‘*reasonable’’ reforms actually have the effect of aggravating the re- 
; volutionary situation, This is because, contrary to current opinion, 
A miserable conditions which people live in dcesn’t in itself cause them 
to be revolutionary. (It may be a necessary factor, but it is not a suf- 
ficient factor.) Whether or not they reach for their guns depends upon 
what their attitude is toward their condition, It is my contention that it 
is the words and actions of liberals which tend to put certain people 
into a revolutionary mood. For instance, liberals constantly state that 
government is the agency which decides ‘‘who gets what, when, and how,”’ 
Now, as long as poor people regard their miserable condition as having 
been caused by certain uncontrollable factors as the “Will of God,”’ 
their own inferiority, blind forces of the market, and so on, they will 
usually suffer in silence. But when they conclude that their condition 
was the result of someone’s decision, then their situation becomes re- 
garded as intolerable. They become quite willing to fight for a govern- 
ment which will render a more favorable decision. 

The liberal constantly preaches that the people have the right to 
“have’’ a certain standard of living. This means that people below that 
‘‘standard’’ have a just claim on those who live above it, That means 
certain wealth which is presently the property of those above the standard 
rightfully belongs to the poor, The logical conclusions of this is that 
the poor have the right to forcefully seize what is rightfully theirs 
Liberals don’t usually go that far in their reasoning, but the poor, 
with the help of revolutionaries, will. Because the liberal shares certain 
ideological premises with the revolutionary left, the liberal suffers 
a ce*.ain moral paralysis when confronting them, Liberals tend to con- 
sider revolutionaries as those who are pure in heart while they regard 
themselves as corrupted by practical considerations, (Which is true.) 
They feel somewhat guilty for their ‘‘hypocrisy,.’’ They are thus ex- 
-4 tremely reluctant to use force against those pur suing such worthy goals, 

Thus they’ll often allow a potentially violent situation get totally out of 

hand before they will use force. And then use it with such extreme 
the restraint and hesitancy as to proiong the violent situation, This has 
been the essence of United States’ policy in Vietnam, which has been 
only to insure a perpetual stalemate hoping for a negotiated settlement. 
This has had the predictable effect of encouraging the Viet Cong with 
the knowledge that they won't lose, and demoralizing the home front with 
the knowledge that the U.S, won’t win, The ultimate consequence of this 
policy is essentially the same as that of a unilateral withdrawal (which 
is defeat) plus the extra cacualties due to the extra time involved. it 
thus follows that the only hope of survival for the ‘ nited States is for 
it to actively resist the world revolutionary trend, and this resistance 
must be freed from the inhibiting and counter-productive effects of 
P the liberal ideol«
